Dollar Devaluation. 


Congress having passed the 
Gold Sin it seems that Mr. 
Roosevelt is resolved to con- 
vinee the American public that 
devaluation and stabilisaton, na- 
tional! and international, are real- 
ly on the way. The measure 
now approved has for its object 
the drawing into the Treasury 
of the whole stock of gold now 
remaining in private hands. It 
hus always been clear that, if 
devaluation of the dollar in terns 
of gold is not to operate to the 
benefit of that unpopular per- 
son, the hoarder, he must be in- 
duced to surrender his gold he- 
fore-hand: The amount so held 
fs reckoned at £120,000,000, The 
President was in April authoris- 
ed by Congress to devalue the 
dollar, whenever he may so de 
cide, even to the extent of 60 per 
cent. A less sweeping measure 
than that would go far to solve 
the crushing difficulties of the 
vast multitude of those hopeless- 
ly indebted in America to-day, 
more particularly among the 
farming population. ‘It would 
immediately raise prices. It

Facts’You Did Not 


No housing problem arises among 
the Eskimo. ‘Nomads dil the year 
round, they have no: dwellings save 
the snow-house and. the tent made 
from the skins of the -caribou 
(deer)... 

In the’ autumn,'so soon as there 
is sufficient snow for the purpose, 
huta go up’ like magic: The. first 
thing necessary is to select the 
right: kind of snow—firm, not 
laminated, soft, or “sugary,” and 
deep enough to cut good blocks, 

If a good drift of anow be found 
an hour is sufficient for: two men 
to put up a snow’ house 12ft, In 
diameter, : 

‘When many families were to- 
gether {n a permanent scaling camp 
I have seen houses built that were 
at least 16ft. in hetght and even up 
to 20{t, {n diameter. Sometimes ao 
large central hut is used, with 
several smaller ones joined to if, 
each hut being occupied by a 
family. 


Making The Igloo 

The only tuo! necessary is-a knife, 
an alarming weapon like a large 
butcher’s knife. With this the 
Eskimo quickly slashes. out his 
snow’ blocks—roughly 30in. long, 
20in deep, and 4in, or Sin. in thick- 
ness, Then comes the build{ng, 
and in this there is really some- 
thing of marvellous craftamanship. 

The man_ begins by laying tho 
blocks end to end in the clrcumfer- 
ence of a cirele, and’ inclining 
slightly inwards. , He continues 
until the building has become a 
dome, when he simply cuts a door 
at the bottom and crawls out. 


While the man has been building 
from the inside his wife has been 
busy chinking up all the gaps on 
the outside and strewing a layer 
of fine snow over the walls.as they 
rise. When the mun crawis out the 
waman. xnters, with her.snow shovel 
and knife. She levels the ‘front 
half of the igloo, as the completed 
snowhouse is called, shovelling the 
snow back to form the sleeping 
platform—2ft. or more above the 
floor level. 


The new home {s now ready to 
receive the furniture, and the man 
goes to the sled, piled high with 
all the household belongings. A 
mat of willow withes woven to- 
gether with raw hide fs passed 
through the small entrance of. the 
igloo, and the wife Inys it on the 
sleeping platform of snow. Next 
comes a bundle of deer-skins——the 
“mattress.” 


Simple Furnishing 

Tt us essential that each article 
as it fs passed into the house 
should be beaten to free it from 
snow. If bedding or clothing be- 
comes wet it will freeze, causing 
intense suffering, perhaps death, 

The woman is armed with a snow 
“duster’—a stick like a carpet- 
beater—and she threshes ‘every 
article free from snow . with 
meticulous care, She then- makes
